My Dear Thomas ;- 

Your three letters previouse to May 2nd, and cover- 
-ing a period of about three weeks all reached me by one mail the 
otheria day. You see that I am trying the new type- writer and as 
you will see i amm not yet quite accustomed to the upper & lower casese 
but this will come in a little while. The machine is a beauty and is 
the admiration of all that have seen it. I have had a number of inquir- 
-ies as to price and also as to whether there would be any reductionm 
to missionaries. The tabular stops are a fine thing ond we have al- 
-ready found that they were of great use. it was an example pf this 
that made the treasurer of the Methodist Mission here come round and 


ask what it would cost for him to get a machine like it. Then too 


everything is right before you and you can tell all that you have writ 


-ten without lifting up the case which is ® wonderfull help to amatures 
and writers like your humble servant. 

RE. PRINCE:} I went and saw tir/ Brown as soon as your letters reached 
me and let him have thst part of your letters that referred to the 
Prince.It was not a fact that he had had a cable from here ordering 
him to come home but it is generally supposed that he did get a cable 
from the rebels in Japan who, it is supposed, knowing that the Russian 
has at present relinquished his hold are concocting some plot for the 
overthrow of the presentgovernment and if they could get hold of the 
young Prince it would be a pretty good card, It is a pity that he 


heeded any such cable for the chances are that he will be degraded 
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AND THIS WILL BE NO SMALL AFFAIR TO HON , I regret much that his trip 
to America should not have had a better result but the whole difficulty 
was with the way in which he was sent. I objected to MR Bafrom the 
very start and i think thet the whole difficulty came there .Mr/Pak was 
a Romanist and of course was anxiouse to keep the Prince from under the 
control of Protestants. I feared this before we started and referrde 
the matter to, Mr Brown( who is hardly a nominal Christian though 
he cannot be said to be anti- christian-) , but he seemed to have a 
good deal of confidence in Mr Pak & I could do nothing. I had a long 
talk with Mr Pak & he talked so straight forwardly that I was fain to 
believe that all would be rieht. Then too ,if Mr.Gale talked to the 
Prince as he talked publicly on the steamer about his affairs, his 
influence was none for the best. He seemed to think that he should have 
been maintained as a Prince while in the States, that the amount 
allowed him from here of $100.00 gold a month was altogether inade- 
-quate for him as a prince, that it was a disgrace to the Korean 
Government to, attempt such a thing. If the Prince was talked to in 
this fashion it is no wonder that he decided to get home as soon as 


he could. Mr. Gale seems while in Washington to have been very 


strangely under the influence of the present Korean Minister to 


Washington, We in Seoul know him well and have known him for a 

number of years. It might not be politic nor would it be the best 

thing to sgyso to his face , but he is generally considered to be 
Prince Min Yong Whan 

arascal and §Mkme¥O@N@ Wean who is also in Washington has proven 


himself to be one of the best of Korean officials and yet Mr Gale 
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is loud in proclaiming Min Ygng Whan aS a rascal and the Minister 


as a saint. You said in your letter that you would send me full 
accounts & particulars of the Prince and hi® affairs so that I could 
hand the same over to Mr Brown and I should be glad if I could GEt the 
SAme, 

We had quite a time when Lillie got/ back . Hollie& I went 
down to Chemulpo to meet her . We wished much that we coul@ have run 
over to Nagasaki and met her there but we could not well afford this 
so we contented ourselves with &% a trip to Chemulpo. Lillies steamer 
was late on account of the fogs and instead of getting in at 4 A.M, 
on Monday did not arrive tillk 1,20 P.A.M, on Tuesday. Chemulpo 
inner harbor can only be entered at full tide and at all other time 
the ships have to anchor three miles out. Under these circumstances 
it is not an easy matter to meet, anyone nicely for one cannot well 

stay in a little boat 9 Japanese row-boat-) three miles out in the 
open sea all day waiting for a steamer and then too if you, do not 
go out you cannot tell what boat it is till she hes reached her 
anchorage. Just at dusk we were badly fooled, A steamer was seen come 
ing inand as Lillies steamer q was the only one that they were 
expecting the Company told us that it was the steamer. Hollie & I 
got a boat and road all the 3& 1/2 miles out only to find that it was 
a Russian steamer. I heard the whistle at I.26 and went out only 
to find that they refused to let me on Board before the Customs officer 
came off which they informed me would be at daylight. I did not 
give up and after a good deal of parleying the Captain consented to 


allow the gang to be lowered and I got on board . 
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We all got safely up tp Seoul and we found that some of the Ladies 
had beem in the house and had decorated it beautifully with wild 

and cultivated roses and other flowers. The koreans also gave her 
a most hearty welcome and tried to make her think that she was realy 
coming home/, The next day the boxes were here and we proceeded to 
open them with no little dispatch. We do not know how to thank you 
for all the lovely things with which they were filled. Hollie, and in 
fact all of us were beside ourselves with excitement as one thing af- 


ter the other was brought out of the box. Hollie looks just lovely 


in that suit and he takes the shine,off of all the other boys. NOt tha 


that he needs anym such thing to set him off but wheh he gess them on 
he is just beyond description, That gun is just a beauty, it is the 
finest shot gun in Korea and I wish that I could in some way get to 

you a few of the wild ducks & geese anf pheasants that it will sho- 
-ot. I had seen only one Parker gun before and it had beenm shown 
to me as something that was very fine but it was not nearly as hand- 
some a gun as this, I will be the envy of all and you can think of me 
when I am in the country as having a good deal better fare now becaus 
of that gun. I shail not run much danger of starvation in a country 
full of game when i have such a gun, 

Work goes on well all over Korea wherever the workers are sent 
and our successes are only limited by our efforts, The idea that it 
is open in the North and no whrer else is a sad blunder that quite 
a number of people have gotten into. I wrote you while I was in the 


country the last time about the success of the work on that trip & 
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THEway in which the people were taking hold and setting to work, 

They do wonders and are to be commended much but they badly need 
leaders and as yet these have not been found among them. They will in 
time be found but it will take some time to/train them and this is the 
work that just now demands our attention. And yet who is there to do 
this work and how best had it be done. We must show by example how to 
carry on the evangelistic work and in fact we must, be the leaders. 

From a political aspect things are no better than they were & as 
far as we can see they are realy worse rhan they were. I think that it 
must be acknof€ledged by all that the best government that Kore a has 
ever had was when the Japanese were in power. The Japanese were Orien- 
tals and knew how to manage these people better than any one else that 

has ever tried ith . They knew well what this people needed and where 
they were lacking and it was wi th this knowledge that they set to 
work, They were far from perfect and made some awful blunders but as 
far as the people of this land were concerned they did attempt to see 
that Justice was meeted out to the poor people and the laborer was ase 
-sured of the result of his labor, To day the country is without law of 
any kind and " Might makes right " all over the land. What the end 
will be no one can at all see but I feel sure that as they are at 
present things cannot go on and either another power must step in 
or the people will arise and there will be a period of riot & anarchy 


in this land. it is a little ominouse when way off in the interior 


you find people discussing the French Revolutions and saying that 


that is the only hope for the country. 


Again there is talk about the government desiring to buy pboperty 
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and that they desire to buy out the old Vinton prpperty and our house 
& I amwriting to DR Ellinwood about the matter, I do wish that in som 
by fe Ve 721 

way it could be settled that this would not be done so that we could 
feel secure in our house. I think that it would be a great mistake to 
sell our house after all that has been put int o it and not only that 
I do not think that money could repay for the time and physical en- 
-ergy that would be used up in the building of another place. We have 
little by little put a good deal of time and energy and money into 
thisplace and it is just adapted tpour work both here and in the 


country. Dr. Vintons place is right back of ours and on a hégher 


level so that that too should not be sold as its sale would make this 


place untenable. Dr. Vinton has left there now and Miss Wambold(whogs 


work is in connection with our Chureh and therefor in our neighbor- 
hood ) and Dr.Whiting are now living there. If the Board should sell 
that place they would have to get some other place elsewhere for these 
ladies for the Millers and for us, I do wish that something could be 
done that would settle it that we were not to be sold out. I have been 
to see Mr. Brown about the prince and also spoke to him as to the in« 
tention of the government as to,the purchase of our place. He says that 
he has no definite information on the point but that he has no doubt 
at all but wheat the King will want to buy this place as soon as he 
can lay his hands upon the mon eym to do so but that he(Mr.Brown) does 
not see for what he can want it or what will be the use when he has it/ 
A bout the Prince he says he would be obliged to you if you could 


send him an account of the moneys spent and the balance left over, 
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He also sais do not pay any of those other unauthorized bills. He feels 
rather badly about the Prince's trip to America and feels that it has 
been a failure and blames this upon Mr/, Pak abd anso upon Mr, Loomis 
through whom the Prince received some very poor and ill-judged advice, 
I wish that it had turned out differently but we tried to do the 
best and that is the end of it. i do not kow how the young man hime 
self feels and trust that he feels alright though I have heard since 
he has been in Japan that he complains bitterly about the amount 
allowed being too small. His feelings on this score have no doubt been 
no little increased by some of the foreign ers who are pitying him 
and putting such idears into his head. 
Weil I do not know but what I am getting to have too long a letter 
and think that I had better stpp. All are well and send love. 
HOllie and Kate with quite a few others have gone down to our river 


house to a sob of picnic . Give much love to all and accept a full 


share for yourself from

My Dear Thomas: - 

I have one or two items of business and thought it 
might be better if they were in a separate letter. 
RE CHECKS:- I had written to the bank in Shanghai several times 
before I wrote you & at the same time that I wrote to you I wrote them 
again And hed found their answer awaiting me when I returned. 
They replied that it had been a mistake of theirs , that they had re- 


ceived the check & correcting the mistake asked to be excused for it. 


Check No, rs 1952 was the check which I so that I should be surer of 


getting proper rates had made out to the ord er of Mr, Fitch for him 
to place to my account. It is all straight now but it has taught me 
that I must keep a closer watch upon the bank than I had thought.They 
could not or would not (I do not know which) find their mistake till I 
stated that I, had written to find out from the bank on which the 
check had been drawn & & in addition to this they had charged me with 
making ceivice in their book, 

RE MY ACCOUNTS:- In your last letter but one you said that you would 
send by next mail a statement of my account with you. Would you draw 
from my account in the Savings bank whatever is needed up to enough to 
keep the account open and repay yourself and then let me know how 
much more I owe you and how the bank account stands, If the two state- 
ments could come toegether I should be glad. 

RE TYPE-WRITER:- Since the arrival of my new Type- writer I have recei- 


«ved a number of requests as to price and also as to whether if it 
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is sold. at the same price to Missionaries, I am also all the time 
receiving requests for prices of paper inks etc . Have you such 4 
thing as a price list that you could let me have, 
RE MY WANTS;- Of a few things I am entirely out. 
Ist. Ihave no Cyclostyle supplies. I need paper ink & a new roler 
2nd. I need Cobalt Writing Fluid. I have plenty of Copying ink 
& Bgyptian Black. Is the latter good for fountain pens. 
Brd. I am out of Lead pencils. 
4th/ I need the oil paper and proper blotter with instructions as 
to how to copy letters written with the Underwood ribbons, 
I can make a success with the writing ink but fail when it 
comes to type written work. 
These will seem some modest requests but it would hardly do for me 
to send my orders for supplies to Smith.

My Dear Thomas:+ 
I have been watching for a letter from you but I have 


not received a word sinc e the letter that you sent about the return 
of the young Prince. I receiced Mr Hands accounts, and the draft for 
the balance which I will hand over to Mr Brown and I trust that his 
little trip to America may not have been of no avail. I f881 that ale 
though we cannot now see the good that good can be brought out off it & 
at the time it certainly did seem as though providence did point to 
our doing what we could to get him to America & to putting him under 
Christian influences, It is known now that it was some of the refugees 
in Japan that sent to America and asked him to come back, The Kjng was 
no longer surrounded by a foreign gaurd and it was thought that now 
was the time to do something and the Prince was just the man to work 
with. Of course he would be no better than the present King but those 
who would put him in power would control and out in the east here if 
you want to do angthing you must have someone of Royal blood. 

There is and always will be a great deal of dissatisfaction with 
the present government. His Majesty insists that He & He alone is 
the power in Korea and he does not even give any power to any one of 
His MInisters. He has what he calls a cabinet but ih reality he has nan 
no cabinet for He appoints his ministers without any regard to their 
fitness for the positions to be filled and without any regard to their 
likelihood of their agreeing among themselves. In like manner the 
SodcalledPrime Minister is appointed entirely regardless of his poli- 
tical leanings and as a result what harmony can you possébly have 

and what can you do with such a cabinet. It has been konown to have 
a cabinet in which no two members out of ten agreed and as a result 
all the different depatrments were working in opposition to each 

other so much so that the police and army were wotking in opposition 
to each other and as a result the police commenced arresting soldiers 
and when the civil court ordered them not to do so the whole Police 
force of the land from the Commisioner of police( a Cabinet Officer) 
and the high Police Officials down to the sargents & common Police men 
all struck on one day, locked up all the stations and for several 
days you could not find a police man anywhere at all. When such thing 
s are possible what can you expect. Just now a prolonged trial is 
going onm in connection with an alleged conspiracy to dethrone the 
King and a large number of the highest officials are implicated but as 
to what will be the result we cannot at all say. Right in the midst of 
the trial everything has stopped. One of the native papers took oc- 
casion to criticise one of the judges and one Korean also memorialised 
the throne : so the judge at one dissolved the court and said there 
would be no more sittings till these criticisms were stopped. Everysh 
#-thing is so childish and the Koreans from the highest down are 

just like so many babies. It reminds me of when we as children would 
be playing and something was done that we did not like we would say 

"I wont play any more if you Dont play my way", It will be a lnng 
long while before Korea can govern herself aright and how I wish that 
she would as/help of old England. 

We ave much interested in the war thiugh we only get a few notes 

here and there and do not know much about all that has been done ?, 
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Our Mgnister has been favored with a few cables so that we have 
heard of the main features of the war but that is all. On Saturday 
last we heard that Spain was sueing for peace and were rejoiced to 
think that the war would be soon over, Rumors about the attitude of 
Germany have not been very satisfactory and we are anxiously awaiting 
the next mal to see what will happen. As far as we have been able to 
learn everythign has been much for the honor of the States and the 
war has brought our country forward in a way that was not at all ex- 
pected by the Foreign powers. When the war began out here it was by 
a good many people looked upon as a sort of doubtful affair and it wes 
very freely stated that the U.S. had no Navy and that it would not tdke 
long for Spain to show Uncle Sam that she had a considerable job on 
her hands : that of course in the end the States would win because of 
her resources. Such was the talk then and now that it has turned out 
as it has they say " Oh well S pain never had a chance against the 
Usb. 2 I have been wondering all along how it was affecting 
trade and how it would affect you and your business. Has it made much 
difference. I have thought that perhaps it would not make much of 
a difference as no matter what was done ther would be as much need f 
for writing and the use of writing materials. 

I have been a little under the weather again and fora time I fear- 
ed that I was going to be affected the same as last year but a good 
use of quinine set me up and then a rest has about brought me 
round again so that I am well but not yet as strong as I should like. 

It took some time to get the fever under control but we succeeded 
in the end and I am now taking quinine at the proper intervals so as 
to ward off a return. Work goes on well and if the politics do not 
interfere the next few years will see some wondrous changes in this 
heathen land, This land of Korea as far as Mjssion work is concerned 
is in a marvelouse way r the exponent of the self support system that 
is know as the Nevious System and in this land in the Presbyterian 
Mission it has been carried to an extent that I believe has not been 
equaled in any Mission field/ I believe that it is the plan that 
should be followed and that only by this plan can a stong work be, 
started in a comparative short time. 

Dr Ellinwood h s written to me asking me to writ@ a history of our 
Presbyterian Mission in korea so as to have it for the Pane Presbyte 
erian Alliance that is to meet in Washington in 1800, I shall endeavor 
to show in it how the use of this system has so materially affected our 
work, I amm morer & more convinced that it is the plan shat should 
be followed the world over. We have one difficulty to encounter and 
that is that our sister missions do not see eye to eye with us in this 
mattet and it is no easy work to carry out such a system with other 
missions righ t alnogside of you working along other lines and follow- 
ing the very opposite policy. 

Bible Translation comes on apace and if the printer would only do 
his part of the work we could have almost the whole of the New Testam- 
ent printed before the next annual meeting. I was kept inthe city 
quite late this year on account of the meetings of the Board and I 
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hope to be able to do a good deai of my own individual work down here 
this summer. 

We enjoy this Summer house very much indeed and infact if it were 
not here I do not know what we would do for it has been proven that as 
far as we are concerned we could not stand the summer in our house in 
Seoul. We had a thatch roof on up to this spring but the winds are 
so high that it was regularly blown off two or three times each 
summer and then we had to move the bed about from place to place to 
find a dry spot. Of course we could not stand this and we were forced 
to plan for something different and so we had to have the thatch re)-= 
moved and have had a roof of metal tiles put on and a number of other 
necessary repairs done. Now we are well housed and I cannot tell you 
what a luxury it is to be able to go to bed without being afraid that 
before morning you will have to get up two or three times to move the 
bed to a dry spot. Our place does realy look very pretty indeeB & I 
wish much that you could drop in and see us. the rains this year have 
not been as bad as in some other years and much to our delight they 
have in the main been comingm at night. 

Lillie has been pretty well since her return but hes had several 
turns of sickness and is not at all strong. I felt that what she 
needed was some tonic to assist her digestion and was anxious to get 
her to take some Tokay as it did her so mach good before but she 
would not do so but now for a few days she has been taking a little & 
she is feeling a good dael better for it. 

Kate had quite s a sick spell but she has pulled round nicely & 
has just returned from a little over a week in Chemulpo. Of course 
this is not a first c&ass place to stop at but then it is the sea 
side and she had sea air while she was away and also it was a change. 
We told her to s#ay a couple of weeks or so if she desired it but she 
did not care to stay longer. 

Hollie had a bad attack of fever which was very obstinate and nothing 
seemed to have any effect at all till of late the quinine has had a 
good effect but it seemed no good until we gave him such large doses 
that its toxic effects were manifest. We had rather a fright about 
him the other day. He was a good deal better and I had gone into the 
city and was just coming back, He saw me in the distance and jumped 
up to call and wave to me. In turning he fell full length on the back 
of his head. The fall seemed to knock all his senses out of his head & 
for the good part of an hour he could not recall anything that had 
happened, how he had hurt himself or how he was in his night clothes, 
& he did not seem to know th at he had been sick, We were naturally 
rather frightened but ice on his head and bromide and a good sleep 
brought him round alright though we were very careful to keep him 
very quiet for a few days. He is alright now and is as well as ever 

The Bunkers have left the Mission and have gone up to the mines to 
act as accountant for the American Company that is working them but 
he made arrangements with this company that they should provide him 
with a @hristian helper so that he should have the opportunity of 
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DOING Christian work there/ He calls it entering upon Independent 
Mission work and the other day Ii received rather s surprising letter 
from Mrs Bunker referring to some rumors of Mission action that 

was to affect me. I enclose the letter and have marked it "No I" and 
have underscored the part referred to. It botherd me quite a little 
for I could not think of anythigg that it could refer to & spoke 
with one or two of my friends but as they did not know anythigg had 
concluded that there was nothing in it at all when I received another 
letter referring to something in a mysterious way @ (letter No 2 also 
underscored with red) and it does look as though something is being 
arranged and as though it aims at me. I thought that as I have heard of 
this I had better let you Know so that you may know that if there is 
any trouble at the next Annual meeting And my name is mixed up in it 
you will know that it is not of my seeking and if you think it worth 
while you might mention it or show this to DR Ellinwood but this I 
leave to your judgement. It simply occured to me that if anything is 
to come up it would be as well for them to know at least this much 
beforehand. 

I do not know to/ what it can refer nor on what line the action is 
to be taken it may be any one of the following;- 

A, The Newspaper has met with a good deal of opposition from some 
members of the mission and it may be that the attack is to be along the 
old lane of opposition to it and yet I can hardly think this is so as 
some talked over the matter , I have been told, with Mr Speer and in 
his report he did not condemn it and then no further action was taken 
at the last meeting. 

B. The fact that I do not use the same term for God that they do 
puts me in a bad way with not a few of our mission and I am very sorry 
for it. They try to represent that I am alone in this but this is not 
so as there, are some of the members of our own mission, a few of the 
Methodist and the entire English Mission as well as the whole of 
the Baptist Mission, The objection by us is to taking the name of 

the cheif of the Gods and using that for the true God and in all 
books etc telling the people that we mzgxkkex worship " The Honorable 
Heavens". The contention is not the same s in China where the 

bulk of the My esionartes use the term that means 2 the Supreme Ruler" 
and where the strongest advocates of this term say that theycould 
never consent to use the term used here and in China it has never 

been used. In connection with this matter I do not hold for any 
special term but object to the one that has been adopted by so many 

and time and again I have asked & urged the other members of the miss- 
ion to meet with me and in prayer to lay the matter before God and 
to see whether we could not get to the point where we could agree upon 
one term but this they refuse and they will not for a moment consider 
any such plan. They have claimed that I have been changeable and have 
held to one term and then to another but this has been only with the 
hope and prayer that we might come to one term on which we could all 
agree. I hardly see however how they are going to take any action on 
this question as so far in all missions whrer there ape convictions

on the matter of the term to be used for God it has been left to the 
individual to use the term that he has deemed right / It shouldm 
al8o be born in mind that they have never claimed that the other terms 
proposed are wrong or that htey give a wrong idea to the Korean but 
that the term they use will do. 

C. It may be in the matter of the Quinine business that is being 
done. You know that for some time we have been supplying men with 
quinine so that they by its sale could make a living and at the same 

time carry on their Mission work with out any expense Ld the mission, 

We thought that thereby we might be able to get peopl« OX 
not to think that they had to be paid for what they did yee x XXHIKH 
the Lord. So far it has worked well and as far as I have known it 
has been approved by the Mission. It has been reported from year to 
year KB in my annual reports and on more than one occasion it has 
been commended at an annual meeting. Under these circumstances I 
hardly think that this can be the matter that is coming up. 

This has grown up little by little. At the start iI gave it to the 
Korean at the exact figure it cost but found that there were items 
of freight, little costs of transportation local, loss by breakage, 
losses by pillage spmetimes amounting to a considerable amount but 
whigh were not discovered till after the goods had been receipted for, 
the initial cost o8 starting men etc and that there was considerable 
loss because I was by mistake in reality selling below cost. 

To Cover thois a few sen per bottle were added to the apparent 
cost with the result that as a rule we have come out aboutm even. 

Up to within the last few months there has been absolutely no 
profit and what has remained since then has been used to stock the 
shops with books and a little has been used to cover the deficite on 
the " CHRISTIAN NEWS ", 

D.It may be that they are going to object to my putting the Korean 
in the way of getting some home implements such as plows etc. At the 
start they are afraid of the merchants but have confidence in the 
missionary so I have assisted them in the placing of their orders etc 
and in the getting of their goods but have arranged with a business 
firm here to look after the whole affair. I cannot imagéne that any 
objection can be taken to this, 

E. The last and only other thing that I can think that it can 
possibly refer to is the trip to Fusan that was taken to look into 
the affairs of the Australian Mission. After we had gone a telegram 
was received from Pyeng Yang objecting to the investigation and it 
may be that this matter is coming up but When the BOARD at home had 
approved it hardly seems that they are likely to object, 

This is the way affairs stand and I have carefully thought of 
all the things that could come up and I cannot think of anythingm else 
that it can be and yet I do not see how they can object to any of 


these. 


I was glad to hear from Lillie about your new offices and 
the type writer business, I wish that you could tell me all about the 
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BUSINESS etc and I should like much to have a photograph of your 
new offices. I was delighted to get the pictures of the rooms in the 
Brooklyn house and to see how things were all looking, What have 
you decided about the changes preparatory to Hannah's wedding. Are you 
going to have them made and what is Hannah going to do, I want to be 
kept posted about all that you are doing and all the changes, 

But I must close / In connection with the enclosed letters 
please bear in mind that they are private letters and that they neith- 
er of them know that I am sending them to you. The names of the writers 
must not be mentioned at all and it must not be known at all that I 
have sent home these letters to you, 

I hope that we shall heer from you soon. You must not be sur- 
prised at delays in the mail as there is only a monthly service to, 
the East just now. Can you not persuade Hannah & her beloved that if 
they get out to California they ought to come over here to Korea to 
see us and to see this part of the East. Everything is changing and 
they ought to come out here to see it before the change takes place.

and there they stay. The leading stores and merchants have 
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stopped business andclosed their doors on the plea that if they have 
no rights they might as well die of starvation as of oppression. 

They have in the main been quiet and orderly, The only thing that 
they have done that might be said to be wrong was that when a company 
of soldiers was sent to disperse them and the order was given to 
prepare to fire they rushed up anf disarmed the soldier but nothing 
more and then gave them back their arms and let them go. Ty,ere they 
still are camped,and ther they say they will wait and die if they do 
not get justice. I tekl you the fact that we see these people are 
getting a little back bone is most encouraging and as we see thiswye 
feel that some hope for this country after all if only the 


outside countries will keep hands off and let them work it out for 


themselves. They have waked up to the fact that they have some 


rights and that if they can only stick together they have no little 


power. The end is in other hands than our and we need hav e no fear
